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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed December 22, 2009 has been entered. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 12-23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record (Lahti '953) teaches a loudspeaker system which may be tilted along 
with an acoustic lens which may be independently oriented to direct sound to differing 
portions of the acoustic environment. The prior art of record, when viewed alone or in 
combination fails to teach or suggest a loudspeaker assembly that is capable of: linear 
movement "from a first non-exposed position. ..into a second exposed position along an 
axis of movement", rotating "the loudspeaker and/or the acoustic lens... around the axis 
of movement", as well as "tilting the loudspeaker and/or the acoustic lens around a 
second axis perpendicular to the axis of movement" as stated in the sole independent 
claim 12.
